WOOD ALCOHOL BASE 


| OF THE DEADLY STUFF 


And It Was Colored to 


Look Like Liquor—Po- 

lice on Trail of Sellers of 
Stuff and One Arrest Is 
Made.

Chicopee, Mass., December 26.— 
Twenty-seven deaths had resulted 
tonight from the drinking of liquor 
bought in Hartford, Conn, and 
drunk in this city, Holyoke and 
Hartford. Yesterday, last night and 
today fourteen nfen and one wom- 
an died in Chicopee, eight men in 
Hartford and four in Holyoke. 

A number of other men were in 
a critical condition tonight at hos- 
pitals im Holyoke and Springfield. 
Four men were under arrest in 
Hartford and three in Chicopee 
pending the resulting of autopsies 
to be held late tonight. 

Police investigations in Hartford 
indicated that the liquor was sent 
to that city from New York, con- 
tained=wood alcohol. Part of it was 
sold at a bar in Hartford, part was 
bought at that place by persons 
who carried it away, and part was 
spent to a hotel in Chicopee Falls. 
State and federal authorities in 


‘Massachusetts and Connecticut were 


aiding the police of Chicopee, Hart- 
ford, Holyoke and Springfield to- 
night in their efforts to determine 
responsibility for the deaths. 

Later tonight the Chicopee police 

announced that Alex Perry, proprie- 
tor of the American house in Chico- 
pee Falls had not been arrested. 
It was said he had left the city and 
a search for him had not revealed 
his whereabouts. Chariés Perry, his 
brother, was released tonight under 
$10,000 bond, pending the outcome 
of t autopsies. ‘\ 
The police and physicians “believe 
there are many more ill as a result 
of drinking the liquor and have not 
yet been repc.ted, as the police de- 
clared considerable of the Nquor 
was sold in this section. 

Although Medical Examiner 
Fletcher would not state positively 
that the deaths were due to wood 
alcohol, it was stated at the hos- 
pitals that the cases no doubt were 
due to this form cf alcohol. The 
victims were affected similarly, 
ing paralyged. 

As soon ag it* was evident that 
some form of jiiquor was causing the 
deaths, all saloons in the valley 
were ordered to sell no more of it. 
The American House in Chicopee 
Falls was closed and a special squad 
of police detailed to keep guard.

AT HARTFORD. 

Hartford, Conn., 
Eight men are dead here from 
drinking liquor which they thought 
was whisky. Four are under ar- 
rest in connection with tM deaths. 

Twelve barrels of a mixture pre- 
sumed to be palatable, but requir- 
ing water to lessen its strength, 
were bought of a New York firm 
for $12,000, according to statements 
made to the police. 
opinion is that the liquid has a 
wood alcohol base and a coloring 
was added to muake-~it look like 
whisky. 

The lidhid was served over the 
bar of a saloon, the owner of which 
is under arrest. The authorities 
are Arying to trace other shipments. 
both to this city and to Holyoke, 
Mass. The city police are attempt- 
ing to warn persons who bought 
the liquid in bottles at th@saloon 
for holiday use. 

The first death came yesterday 
forenoon, another in the afternoon 
and then with the third in the 
evening, police attention was call- 


~ed to the likelihood of other deaths.

Tribesmen Are Attacking 
the British and More 
Than Score of Soldiers 
Have Been Killed.

Cairo, December 26.—Trouble has 
broken out in the Sudan. Majors 
C. H. Sligand, of the West Kent reg- 
iment, and R..R. White, of the Es- 
sex regiment, and more than a 
score of sdldiers have been killed. 


The firgt attack was made by the 


near Tombo, but that was repulsed, 
with twelve killed. Reeonnoitering 
dev@loped that other neighboring 
desert tribes were implicated and a 
pursuing patty was organized. 

The second attack was made late 
at night by tribesmen upon the 
British, who repulsed them after 
severe hand-to-hand fighting. The 
British losses were seven killed and 
nine wounded. é British pursued 
the enemy, who numbered 1,000. 
Finally the tribes counter-attacked, 
the fighting being in thick grass, 


seven feet high. A skirmish caused 
the death of the two majors, twen- 
ty-two men in the ranks and three 
carriers. Eighteen men in the ranks 
and ten carriers were wounded. 
Again the enemy was driven off and 
the British column withdrew to the 
base at Tombo, which they reached 
after a five-day march. During the 
wihtdrawal the tribes made a light 
attack, which was unsucceagful.

Richmond, Va., December 26.— 
Joseph Jarvis, II., was instantly 
killed this evening when he plunged 
from a third floor porch to the 
pavement below.

PRESIDENT WILSON 


And Also Senator Hitch- 
cock — Alleged Thirty 
Democrats Are Willing 
to Ratify on Best Terms 
They Can Get. 


Washington, December 26.—Dis- 


satisfied with the progress made 
toward solution of the peace treaty 
tangle, senators of both political 
parties moved today to bring great- 
er pressure on their party leaders 
for x” compromise to insure ratifi- 
cation promptly on the reassem- 
bling of congress early in January. 

The mild reservation group of re- 


publicans, notifying their party 
leader, Senator Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, that in their opinion the time 
had come to part company with the 
irreconcilable foes of the treaty, de- 
clared that unless compromise ne- 
gotiations got more whole-hearted 
support from the republican side 
they were preparing to act indepen- 
dently for an agreement ‘with the 
democrats. 
Democrats Criticise Wilson. 

Among the democrats the move- 
ment was not so well defined, but 
criticism of the course of President 
Wilson and Senator Hitchcock, oi 
Nebraska, the acting democratic 
leader, reached proportions where 
some predicted that it would soon 
be given tangible form. One prom- 
inent democratic senator was said 
to have told the republicans that 
more than thirty of the forty-seven 
on that side would join a movement 
to ratify the treaty at onée on the 
best terms they could get. 

The effect was a scrambled sit- 
uation in both party organizations, 
which the leaders seemed confident 
they could straighten out but which 
‘the compromise advocates predicted 
would greatly strengthen the move- 
ment for a bi-partisan conference 
of those determined to ratify the 
tréaty even at the expense of ma- 
terial \concesstons én both sides, 

The féeling among those who are 
ready to go ahead without their 
leaders seemed to be that the treaty 
deadlock already had'’.been pro- 
longed unnecessarily by too muck 
no-compromise talk, and that both 
sides had overplayed a waiting 
game in the hope that a break 
would come in the opposition, 

Talk Got Nowhere. 

After their conference Sunday 
with Senator Lodge, the mild reser- 
vation republicans seemed confident 
that he would take the initiative, if 
necessary, in carrying the compro- 
mise negotiations forward. On Mon- 
day he saw Senator Underwood of 
Alabama, a prominent democratic 
advocate of a compromise, but- it 
was said today that their talk got 
nowhere. 

Meantime it became known that 
the irreconcilable grovp of repub- 
licans had been bringing pressure 
to bear to induce the party leader 
not to consent to any compromise 
proposals which did not meet with 
their approval. Senator Johnson, 
of California, one of the leaders of 
this group, telegraphed today that 
he would change his plans and re- 
turn to the capital from his home 
state next week. 

In the democratic ranks the treaty 
situation.is complicated by the con- 
test between Senators Hit¢ehcock 
and Underwood for choice as party 
leader, much of the talk for a bi- 
partisan agreement coming from 
the Underwood supporters. The 


party caucus has been called for 
January 15 to elect a leader, and 
in the meantime republicans and 
democrats apparently are. doubtful 
as to who can speak with authority 
on the democratic side. 


Hitchcock’, Position. 


Senator Hitcheock repeatedly has 
declared his willingness to make 
any compromise which does not 
vitally harm the treaty, but has in- 
dicated that he expects the next 
move to come from the republican 
side.

Mount Clemens, Mich., December 
26.—County authorities investigat- 
ing the killing last Wednesday of 
J. Stanley Brown, son of a million- 
aire Detroit manufacturer, todgy 
taned as material witnesses Mrs. 
Ruth .Preyost Brown, the slain 
man’s young widow, and Lloyd Pre- 
vost, her cousin. 

Mrs. Brown and Prevost; the lat- 
ter of whom was regarded as one 
of Brown’s closest friends, were 
questioned again this afternoan 
separately by Prosecutor Lynn 
Johnson aad Sherff Wliliam Cald- 
well. Decision to hold them as wit- 
nesses was reached after three 
hours devoted to interrogating. 

A safety deposit vault containing 
Brown’s papers was opened -this 
afternoon and found to contain se- 
curities worth $16,000. This, ac- 
cording to William T. Kelly, an at- 
torney who acted as financial ad- 
viser for Brown, is, $12,000 short 
of the amount of securities hi» 
client was understood to have had 
in his possession. While some of 
the securities were known to have 
beén negotiable, no record of their 
having been disposed of by Brown 
could be found today. 

Brownn frequently carried large 
sums of money and securities on 
his person. The @uthorities, how- 
ever, scout the theory that robbery. 
was the motive for his. slaying. 
Sheriff: Caldwell declared he was 
convinced that jealousy was the 
cause. In explaining this theory 
today, he said he believed a man 
and a woman accompanied Brown 
on the automobile trip which ended 
in his death on a country road four 
miles from here. In support of this 
opinon, he pointed to the fact that 
four buliets had been fired into the 
young man’s neck from behind “so 
close,” the sheriff added, “that 
there was,.no chance of missing.” 
Pursuing this theory, the sheriff 
expressed the conviction that the 
shooting was done by a man anger- 
ed because he believed Brown was 
attentive to a young woman in 
whom he himself was interested. 

Stories of an estrangement be- 
tween Brown an his wife were de- 
nied by Mrs. Brown, who pointed 


out that he had given her $50 as

Building Rented by,Gov- 
ernment on West Hunter 
Street in Near Future.

Structure, Which Will Be 
Erected by Alfred Truitt, 
W ill Contain 50,000

Plans for the establishment of a 
postdffice on the south side of At- 
lanta have reached maturity. 

A three-story building containing 
50,000 square feet of floor space, to 
be- immediately erected by Alfred 
Truitt, of LaGrange, on the north 
side of West Hunter street, between 
Forsyth and Madison avenue, will be 


| 


leased by the postoffice department ; 


for ten years, it was learned yester- 
day by The Constitution. 

This big building, in addition te 
furnishing facilities for the new 
south sidé business district, will also 
be used for handling through mails, 
afd, by providing space and equip- 
ment now lacking at the Terminal 
station, will enable vast quantities 
of mail that is frequently delayed 
here’ to be handled ~ expeditiously. 
There will,. however, be no delivery 
service at the new station at pres- 
ent Bemis Roti 

. Plans Long Considered. 

After many months of negotia- 
tions ‘and ‘pianning, during which 
time: a number: of sites were con- 
sidered for the location of the south 
side postoffice, the demands of the 
business men on the south siesfor 
an office, in which stamps could be 
purchased, motiey 6rders purchased, 
and patkages, parcels and letters 
posted haya been met, plans of the 
government having been completed. 
Although ‘no official announcement 
has yet been made, it was learned 
on unquestioned authority that the 
south side postoffice will oceupy the 
Truitt building when completed. 


The new building will be three 
stories high, and will front 150 feet 


on West Hunter street.. It will be 
erected according to the specifica- 
tions of the postoffice department, 
and it is believed that it will be 
purchased for a permanent postal 
station upon the expiration of the 


ten-year lease. 

The location of the new building. 
will be in close proximity to the 
Terminal station, makin git conven- 
ient for the handling of three mails 
that have to be worked here before 
continuing the journey to other 
points in the south. A large por- 
tion of tne. building, it is stated, 
will be devoted to the handling of 
through mails,/giving relief front 
the crowded condition of the space 
occupied by the postoffice depart- 
ment. in the Terminal station now. 
The limitéd quarters used by the 
department for the re-working of 
through mails in the ‘Terminal 
causes much delay that will be 
avoided by the new building. 


Will Enhance Importance. 


In addition to the great conven- 
ience that will be afforded the busi- 
ness men on the south side by the 
new postoffice, a feature of special 
interest in connection with the de- 
velopment is that the opening of the 
office will have the effect.of great- 
ly enhaneing the importance of 
West Hunter street, making it a 
popular short-cut from Whitehall 
Broad and Forsyth streets to the 
Terminal station, and taking a great 
deal of the extra burden of traffic 
off of Mitchell street. 

While the present plans of the 
postoffice department provide: only 
for the handling of through mails. 
and furnishing such service ar sell- 
ing stamps, money orders and facil- 
ities for posting letters, packages 
and parcels, it is thought that with 
the pressure that is sure to be ex- 
erted bv thé business men on. the 
south side, it will be but a short 
time until prenarations are made to 
give local delivery service at the 
new postoffice. 
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Railway Machinists, 125,- 
000 Strong, Vote to Quit 
If Anti-Strike Clause 
Remains in Cummins 
Measure. | 


CONFERENCE CALLED 
OF RAIL UNION CHIEFS 


They Will Meet Monday 
in Washington and De- 
fine Precisely Position 
on Anti-Strike Clause. 


Washington, December 26.—Or- 
ganized railway machinists, through 
their president, served notice on 
ongress today that they would not 
submit to enactment of the Cum- 
mins railroad bill, with its drastic 
anti-strike clauses. 

Voting more than a month ago, 98 
per cent of the 125,000 members of 
the union favored an immediate 


walk-out in event of the bill’s pas-. 


sage by both houses of congress 
but the result was not made known 
through fear that the brotherhoods 
might appear in the light of at- 
tempting to coerce the law-makin, 
branch of the government. 


Union Chiefs to Confer. 

The machinists, according to Wil- 
liam H,. Johnson, president of the 
International association, are the 
only railway employees who have 
taken a strike vote, but the heads of 
all the brotherhoods, fourteen in all, 
have been summoned to meet here 
Monday to consider pending railway 
legislation and define precisely 
their posjtion on the clause in the 
Cummins bill, which would prevent 
strikes and put strikers in jail. 

The call for the conference was 
issued by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation cf 
Labor, but he and other labor lead- 
ers refused to discuss probavle ac- 
tion by the brotherhood leaders. 
President Wilson’s Christrnas eve 
announcement that the roads would 
be handed back to their owners 
March 1 was a distinct disappoint- 
ment to labor leaders, who had been 
leading for a five-year extension of 
government control. They agreed, 
howeyer, that if the roads were to 
go back it was a good thing to let 
it be known, ' 


When ote Was Taken, 

In making this announcement of 
the strike vote William H. John- 
ston, president of the International 
Association of Machinists, said the 
vote was taken before the senate 
‘interstate commerce committee re- 
ported out the Cummins measure 
and that the result was not offi- 
cially published because the asso- 
ciation did not want to appear in 
the attitude of attempting to 
threaten congress. 

President Johnsten explained that 
the strike vote stipulated that wnion 
railway machinists would quit work 
if the Cummins bill was passed by 
both branches of congress, not by 
one. 

“When the roads were taken over 
by the government the employees 
were free,” Mr. Johnston said, “and 
we propose that ‘f they are turned 
back to private ownership the em- 
ployees shall be equally free. There 
is no necessity for aidiirastia leg- 
islation as is provided for in the 
Cummins bill. There never has been 
a generat railroad strike and there 
never will be, in m¥ opinion.” 

So far as labor officials are ad- 
vised they will not be given another 
hearing by senate or heuse commit- 
tees, but they will keep up the fight 
against the anti-strike -section, it 
was said, and appeal finally to Presi- 
dent Wilson to veto the bill if it 
should be egacted with that clause 
intact. 

No Meeting of Conferccs. 

There was no meeting today of 
house and .senate conferees who 
have been assigned thé stupendvus 
job of trying to frame a new rail- 
road bill out of the Esch and Cum- 
mins measures. This work, how- 
ever, will begin next week in the 
hope of final enactment of railroad 
legislation some time in the next 
two months. The anti-strike sec- 
‘tion is known to be the main point 
of difference, and while it was left 
intact in the bill passed wy the sen- 
ate. house leaders frankly expressed

Washington, December 26.—Sec- 
retary Daniels tonight ordered the 
navy department’s board of awards 
re-convened Monday, January 65, to 
revise the recefit recommendations 
as to naval awards, which have been 
the source of a controversy brought 
to a head a few days ago by declina- 
tion of Admiral Sims to accept the 
Distinguished Service medal 
the awards remained as at present. 

“While approving in the main the 
recommendations of the board of 
awards,” said Mr. Daniels, in his or- 
der to Rear Admiral A. M. Knight to 
reconvene the board, “my examina- 
tion into the subject has convinced 
me that there are a number of cases 
requiring further examination and 
there have been additional recom- 
mendations since your board ad- 


journed which require examination\ 


by a board of officers.” 

The order to reconvene the board 
was made public late tonight fol- 
lowing receipt of reports from New- 
port, R. L, that Vice Admiral Hilery 
P. Jones and Captain Raymond D. 
Hasbrouck had followed Admiral 
Sims in refusing to accept the med- 
als bestowed on them, disagreeing 
with the policy determining the of- 
ficers te be rewarded for services 
during the war. Secretary Daniels, 
it was said at the navy department, 
however, had received no informa- 
tion as to the declination of Captain 
Hasbrouck or the reported declina- 
tion of Vice Admiral Jones.

Viadivostok, December 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A common 
ground on which to base joint action 
in Siberia has been reached by the 
United States and Japan, according 
to an announcement given out here 
by the Japanese official publicity 
bureau. 

The agnouncement said: “Genu- 
ine satisfaction is expressed in in- 
fluential quarters that a common 
ground has been reached by Japan 
and America for basing joint action 
in Siberia.- This is particularly 
pleasing to those who have observed 
with regret that Siberian policies of 
the two countries at times seemed 
to follow divergent courses.” 


LANSING CONFERS 
WITH SHIDEHARA.

Washington, December 26.—Am- 


bassador Shidehara has had a sec- 
ond interview at the state depart- 
ment on the Siberian stuation but 
Secretary Lansing is understood not 
yet to be prepared to present this 
government’s views, as requested 
some weeks ago by the Tokio for- 
eign office. 

It is believed that the state de- 
partment will indicate, in reply, 
that while the United States has no 
present intention of withdrawing 
troops there, it is not the determi- 
nation of America to dispatch re- 
inforcements at this time, as it has 
never been the policy of this gov- 
ernment to go further than was 
released by the instructions to its 
Siberian expedition, to assist the 


Czecho-Slovaks.in their retirement 
from Siberia, to protect the railway 
and to guard important stores. 

It is not known what attitude 
the state department will take to- 
wards the Japanese intimation: that 
small Japanese reinforcements may 
be sent to,Siberia. .The Japanese 
are understood to entertain the ap- 
prehension that a spread of bolshe- 
vism throughout Siberia would en- 
danger the peace of China and of 
the Orient generally, and to con- 
sider as necessary a “fire-fighting 
force to extinguish the conflagra- 
tion” if the danger draws near to 
Japanese territories. 

Unofficial advices from Tokio lay 
emphasis upon the determination of 
the Japanese government to take no 
action with respect to Siberia ex- 
cept after a full discussion of the 
situation and contemplated steps 
with the American government, 
especially in view of the fact that 
it was the United States which orig- 
inally proposed measures leading to 
the joint action of Japan and the 
United States in Siberia. 

In addition to the menace of bol- 
shevism, disorder: is generat 
throughout Siberia, and the country 
stands in peril of greater confusion 
and even anarchy, according to ad- 
vices from Harbin and Vladivostok. 
It hes not yet been revealed wheth- 
er admiral Kolchak, with a reorgan- 
ized government at Irkutsk, can 
control the situation. That will be 
determined, in the opinion of some 
Russians here, by the attitudé of 
the Zemstovos and co-operative so- 
cieties toward his administration. 


MANY XMAS ACCIDENTS 
OCCUR AT SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga., December 26. 
(Special.)—Two killings, half a doz- 
en affrays, a brutal assault upon a 
police officer and other forms of 
crime broke the Christmas peace in 
Savannah. William Riley met a 
mysterious death while sleeping in 
his bed at his home here by being 
shot, through the left temple short- 
ly before daybreak Thursday mbdrn- 
ing. His wife was locked up after 
an investigation of the tragedy, but 


no charges have been docketed, 
pending further investigation by 
officers.

FAIR MILLIONS 
TO BE DIVIDED 
BY COMPROMISE 


San Francisco, December 26.—A 
compromise agreement in the con- 
test over the will of the late James 
G. Fair, former United States sen- 
ator from Nevada, was filed today 
in the superior court, ending years 
of litigation over the estate. The 
terms of the settlement were not 
made public. 

In the agreement, the principal 
heirs of Senator Fair, his daugh- 
ters, Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt 
and Mrs. Herman Oelrichs, and_her 
son, Herman Oelrichs, Jr., of New 
York, concede that the seven plain- 
tiffs are entitled to be restored to 
their rights under the Fair will. 

Lieutenant Wesley R. Crothers, 
chief of the plaintiffs, started ac- 
tion about a vear ago, claiming 
that the portion of the estate which 
should have gone to his mother, 
Margaret Fair Crothers, of San Jose, 
was lost to her through the supreme 
court decision which. broke the Fair 
will. , 

Besides Lieutenant Crothers, the 
plaintiffs were Mrs. Virginia M. 
Trimble, Mrs; Emma J. Young, Wil- 
liam J. Fair, Miss Eva Lena Fair. 
John A. Fair, and Miss Florence 
Fair. Lieutenant Crothers’ mother 
was a sister of Senator Fair. The 
other plmintiffs are sons and daugh- 
ters of William Fair, brother of the 
senator. 

The defendants besides Mrs. Van 
derbilt. Mrs. Qelrichs, and Herman 
Oelrichs. Jr.. were Muriel and Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt, daughters of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt: William K. Vanderbilt, 
son of Virginia Vanderbilt; James 
S. Angus, and Thomas G, Crothers, 
executors of Fair’s will and trus- 
tees of the estate, and Frederick W.

CLAIM DEFEAT 
OF BOLSHEVIKI. 

Irkutsk, December 26.—(Russian 
Telegraphic Agency.)—The general 
staff of the all-Russian government 
announced today that an attempt 
by the bolsheviki to occupy Lit- 
vinovo station on the trans-Siberian 
railway, just west of Taiga, was 
repulsed by Siberian and Polish 
troops. The bolsheviki have been 


defeated at many points, losing ma- 
chine guns and prisoners. The Si- 
berians and Poles are in possession 
of the Litvinovo-Taiga region. 

Insurrections by the social rev- 
olutionaries have occurred at va- 
rious points in the province of Ir- 
kutsk and in Irkutsk city. The 
government has taken measures to 
put down the uprisings. 

The uprising in Turkestan 
against the bolsheviki continues, 
according to a wireless message 
sent out by the soviet government 
at Moscow.

One of Last Surviving’ 
at Richmond—Once Sec- 
. retary of Senate. 
ais gk SAS 


Richmond, Va.. December 26.— 
General William Ruffin Cox, one of 
last surviving ranking officers of 
the confederate army, died here fhis 
evening. He was extensively en- 
gaged in business in North Carolina 
and other southern points since the 
war. ' 

Death is said to have been due 
to toxic poisoning brought on by 
old age. 

General Cox had the distinction of 
being the last confederate officer to 
relinquish the fighting at Appo- 
mattox Court House, prolonging the 
fighting for some time after the 
signing of the surrender by General 
Lee. 

Wounded eleven times during the 
civil war, General Cox suffered five 
severe wounds in one battle, but 
kept at the head of his brigade until 
he fell to the field exhausted. 

Secretary of Senate. 

Following the close of the war, 
General Cox became secretary of 
the United States senate, serving 
under both democratic and repub- 
lican administrations. Later he was 
elected to congress from North 
Carolina, his home state, serving 
several terms. General Cox also 
served in numerous other capacities 
in his home state. At one time he 
was judge of the circuit court, 
chairman of the democratic state 
committee, and attorney general, He 
was prominently identified with the 
Masonic order, serving in the ca- 
pacity of grand master for many 


years. 
William Ruffin Cox was born in 


Scotland Neck, N. C., March 11, 1831, 
of English parents, he being the 
youngest son of the family. After 
an early training at Vine liall acad- 


my at Scotlané Neck he entered a 
preparatory school near Nashville, 
Tenn., and at the age of 15 years, 
entered Franklin college, where he 
graduated with distinction. He then 
entered Lebanon college and studied 
law, being admitted to the bar in 
Nashville in 1852. Forming a part- 
nership with John G. Ferguson, they 
practiced until 1857, when General 
Cox returned to North Carolina, 

Tiring of the plantation life, he 
went to Raleigh, where he opened 
a law office. : 

Spirit of war was in the air and 
it became more apparent daily that 
the forces of the north and south 
would clash. General Cox organ- 
ized and equipped with his own 
funds a military company. Later he 
was named major of the Second 
North Carolina troops and his re- 
markable military career began. 

In Command of Artillery. 

After six months’ training he was 
placed in command of the heavy ar- 
tillery at Pratt’s Point, on the Po- 
tomac river, and in June, 1862, his 
regiment was the fixst to cross 
Meadow bridge at Mechanicsville, 
under terrible fire. The following 
day, with all of his officers having 
allen. Major Cox led his gallant 
band into the “Seven Days’ Battle,” 
one of the most famous in the civil 
war. 

He took part in many of the other 
conflicts of the war and at the close 
joined his efforts in restoring the 
country to a practical peace: status. 
Soon after he entered the political 
field, and there the same dominant 
spirit was again manifest. In 1865 
he announced himsef a candidate 
for solicitor of the Metropolitan 
district and was elected by a plu- 
rality of twenty-seven votes. 

The deceased soon after forming 
a law partnership in Nashville, 
daughter of Henry Coalter Cabell, 
of Richmond. She and two son, 
the latter serving with the army in 
France in the late war, survive. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, but will -be an- 
nounced as soon as the two sons 
arrive from North Carolina.

But Leo Rasch Modified 
Evidence When Called 
Second Time at the Trial 
of Captain Detzer. 


New. York, December 26.—After. 
stating at a preliminary investi- 
gation last July .that barbarous 
methods by the department of crim- 
inal investigation at Le Mans made 
bolshevists, Leo J. Rasche, of Oak- 
land, Md., former li¢utenant in’ the 
D. C. I., testified today at the trial 
of Captain Karl W.° Detzer, on 
charges of cruelty, that he had oniy 
seen one prisoner mistreated while 
serving under the accused officer. 
Rasche, who was called as a wit- 
ness for the defense. said he had 
been a member of Detzer’s compa- 


ny from March 2, 1919, until late in 
July. The case of ill treatment he 
recalled was when Sergeant Frank 
Hoyt struck a prisoner, for which, 
he declared, Detzer had the sergeant 


Under cross-examination, Rasche 
admitted he had made the statement 
about bolshevism to Lieutenant Col- 
onel W. L. Culberson, inspector gen- 
eral, and that he had expressed the 
same opinion to a ag Detzer, 
Lieutenants Marlow, Flaig and Sut- 
liff and several enlisted men.’ 

“T stated to. Captain Detzer,” 
Rasche’s earlier statement said, 
“that I believed this organization 
was making bolshevists, and that 
these men who had been in the 
trenches and had been billeted un- 
der leaky roofs in the devastated 
territory and had gone through all 
that sort of thing would naturally 
hold some harsh memories of their 
experiences in the war; that perse- 
cution and continual interference 
with their business in the embarka- 
tion area would add to their bitter- 
ness and general discontent and 
would make them anarchists and 
bolshevists.” ; 

Private Carl Faulkner, of Arling- 
ton, Ky., who, after having serve!

MEXICO STILL HOLDS 
AMERICAN SAILORS. 


‘Bodies of Connolly and. 
Waterhouse Heard ‘by 


* 


Bl Paso, Texas, December 26— 
Mexican officials sought to suppress 
facts concerning .the murder of 
American aviators, Lieutenants. Ce- 
cil Connolly and Frederick ‘Water- 
house, whose bodies were found 
buried in the sand on the Baya de 
Los “Angeles, Lower California, ac- 
cording to testimony at a hearing 
today: The testimony was given by 
Joe Allen Richards, of Chicago, the 
American who discovered the bodies 


on September 21. The hearing was 
conducted by Major Dan M, Jack- 
son, of Fl Paso, secretary of the 
senate sub-committee investigating 
Mexican affairs. The sub-committee 
will formally open its hearings on 
the border next month at San An- 
tonio. None of the committee mem- 
bers was present today. 

Richards testified to finding the 
bodies when he landed from a Mexi- 
He said 
the captain of the steamer warned 
him not to make public his discov- 
ery and was arrested at Santa Ro- 
salie on September 26, because he 
had not kept his discovery to him- 
self. 

Stabbed to Death 

According to Richards’ testimony 
Connolly was stabbed to death and 
Waterhouse evidently died from a 
broken skull, caused by impact from 
a heavy iron bar found near the 
bodies. Richards accompanied the 
expedition on the United States 
destroyer Ward which recovered the 
bodies, 

Richards discovered the bodies 
September, 21 last on the beach of 
the Baya de Los Angeles when he 
went ashore from a little Mexican 
steamer to aid in replenishing their 
water supply of the boat. 

According to his testimony today 
Richards was arrested by the Mex- 
ican authorities at Santa Rosalia 
when he arrived there September 25 
for his action in reporting the dis- 
covery of the bodies to the master 
of the American steamer Providen- 
cia, which was in the harbor of 
Santa Rosalia at the time. He said 
he was kept in a cell for more than 
a day. Before he was put in the 
cell Richards said he was stripped 
of all cothing. 

Richards testified at a hearing 
conducted by Major Dan M. Jack- 
son, of El Paso, secretary of the 
senate subcommittee. None of the 
senate members of the committee 
was present, , 

Ur -overed the Bodies. 

Richards said he first discovered 
an offensive odor while walking the 
beach waiting for the Mexican crew 
of the boat on which he was travel- 
ing to return from a spring with 
their water casks. He saw a mound 
and digging with a ~~? uncovered 
a skull... He continued His explora- 
tion and came upon a leather belt. 
‘Pulling atthe boot he uncovered the 
entire body and continued work 
brought the other body to light. 

Richards accompanied the expe- 
dition that went to Lower Cali- 
fornia aboard the destroyer Ward 
from San Diego to recover the bod- 
ies and airplane and said testimony 
given to army and navy officers 
aboard the Ward by Mexican resi- 
dents of the country and Dy the 
crew of the Mexican steamer Espe- 
ranta wes to the effect that the 
Americans were murdered. Equip- 
ment of the airplane was found 
aboard the esperanta when that borat 
was overhauled and made fast to 
the Ward, accordingtoRichards. The 
airplane was found 20 miles from 
the bodies. 


The Esperanta was seized when a 
Mexican ashore told American offi- 
cers this boat had brought the avi- 
ators to the bay for water from 
their airplane. 

Animals Attacked Bodies. 

Wild animals had attacked the 
bodies of the aviators, according to 
Richards,’who were buried only un- | 
der six inches of sand when he 
found them. Flesh rom the up- 
per part of their bodies had been 
eaten away, he said. . 

In the rough grave Richards said 
he found a bar of iron two feet 


long. The skull of Waterhouse had 
been crushed, he said, and Connolly’s 


body and clothing indicated he had 
been stabbed.

Outside of the poor parents with 
‘'steen children and numberless in- 
laws, the employees of the postof- 
fice department are doubtless the 
most happy people in the country at 
the passing of Christmas. Long 
hours, swarms of peopite and an un- 
ceasing line of packages and letters 
—that is Christmas for the workers 
in the postoffice. 

With all records broken in the 
mailing of Christmas letters and 


parcels, the local employees of the 
postoffice are breathing sighs of re- 
iief and thanking their stars that 
Christmas comes only once a year. 
the records show an increase Ol 
over 40 per ceat over last year in 
insured parcels alone. The highest 
mark was reached Monday when a 
total of 10,520 parcels of this kina 
passed through the office. The to- 
tal number of insured parcels for 
the three days before Christmas 
amounted to 22,764. 

No record is kept of the uninsured 
parcels, but it is estimated that 
there was an increase of at least 4 
per cent over last year. 

Io addition to the parcels, there 
were 926,000 letters and cards can- 
celled on the 22 and 23. This num- 
ber accounts for the outgoing mail 
only and it is estimated that sev- 
eral hundred thousand letters and 
ecards were received in those two 
days. 

The corridors of the postoffice ar 
clear and look deserted. ISvery- 
thing is cleared out behind the 
desks, which is the first time that 
such a condition has ever existed.

“Flying Squadren” Coming. 

The “flying squadron” of officials 
from Washington will arrive in At- 
lanta on January 15 for the purpose 
of reviewing all the cases in the 
files and expediting the disposition. 

Much confusion has resulted from 
the fact that disabled men are en- 
titled to compensation from the bu- 
reau of war risk .insurance only up 
to the time they enter training un- 
der the federal board for vocational 
training. At that time their com- 
pensation from the bureau of war 
risk insurance automatically ceases, 
but if on the completion of their 
training or if they are forced 
through ill health to stop training 
at any time, their .compensatiot: 
again starts under the bureau of 
war risk insurarice. Each depart- 
ment is entirely separate and the 
appropriations are separate. 

At the present time there are 
24,000 applications on file with the 
fifth aistrict board, with only 
about 1,200 men in training. Six 
thousand more are expected to en- 
ter training soon, 500 of whose 
claims hare already been approved. 
The men in training are scattered 
among the institutions in Georgia, 
Florida, Tennessee, North and 
South Carolina. 

Maximum Allowance $150. 

The compensation for men ina 
training under the federal board is 
$80 for a single man, $100 for a mar- 
ried man, with additional allow- 
ance for wife of $15, for tirst child 
$10, second child $7.50, and for ev- 
ery other child $5.

An epochal event in the history 

of Georgia will take place today 
when, at 12 o’clock, the Nashville, 
|Chattanooga and St. Louis Railroad 
‘company will take from the state, 
‘on a new half-century lease, the 
‘Western and Atlantic property, 
‘which it has been operating under 
lease during the last thirty years. 
| Fortunately, the law controlling 
ithe provisions of the new lease 
was enacted by the general assem- 
bly, and it became effective, be- 
fore the era of railroad demorali- 
zation incident to our entrance 
into the world war. 

No wiser step was ever taken by 
a Georgia legislature than was that 
which submitted this property to 
lease three years prior to the ex- 
piration of the old lease. 

The matter could have been 
passed on by two later legislatures, 
and some members of the general 
assembly that enacted the lease 
bill were disposed to defer action 
on the question in order that a 
later legislature might deal with it. 

Those who favored delay argued 

that postponement of action would 
permit ample time, since the old 
Western and Atlantic lease was not 
to expire until the winter of 1919, 
hence they held that the matter 
could be handled by the legislature 
of 1917 or ’18. 
. The Constitution very earnestly 
‘and emphatically protested against 
the proposed delay, urging that the 
matter be disposed of under the 
favorable conditions existing at 
that time. 

The general assembly acted ac- 
cordingly, and the result was that 
the state negotiated a splendid 
lease at largely increased revenue, 
whereas, if the matter had gone 
over another year or two the time 
for bids for the new lease would 
have found us in the midst of our 
participation in the great war, and 
it is doubtful if a lease could have 
been negotiated that would have 
been as favorable as the lease then 
about to expire, and the possibility, 
if not the probability, is that the 
gtate might have been required to 
take the property back and operate 
it, which it could have done only 
at tremendous loss. 

' .In other words, had the legisla- 
ture not acted as and when it did, 
the Western and Atlantic might 
today have been a white elephant 
on the state’s hands, instead of a 
fine, income-earning asset, as the 
property is today, and will be for 
another half-century. 
The Constitution never gave bet- 
ter advice than it did when it urged 
prompt and timely action on the 
new lease, and a Georgia legisla- 
ture never acted more wisely. than 
it did in dealing with this question 
in time. | 
The Constitution’s advice and 
wise legislative action saved the 
state millions of dollars in this in-

POWER FOR THE MASSES 


John W. Greer, of Moultrie, an 
officer of the Municipal League cf 
Georgia, in a communication ptb- 
lished elsewhere upon this page, 
discusses the hydro-electric power 
development question in a highly 
interesting. manner, and from a 
standpoint that is both unusua! 
and argumentative. 

Ordinarily in discussions of this 
great question water power devel- 
opment is associated directly with 
industry, the tendency being to 
lead the masses to conclude that it 
is a thing that primarily concerns 
“big business,” and the people only 
indirectly. : 

Our correspondent, however. 
takes it straight to the average cit- 
izen, and argues its possibilities, 
not in the factory, not in the run- 
ning of industrial machinery, but 
in the home and on the farm, and 
shows how hydro-electric power 
would add to the sum total of rural 
life happiness. 2 

He cites the life and daily rou- 
tine of the average country mother, 
whom he characterizes “the drudge 
horse of the farm,” and who might 
also be as fittingly referred to as 
the wheel-horse of society and the 
mainspring of citizenship — the 
good, patient, burden-bearer, the 
server of others, who, with love in 
her human heart, “cooks and sews 
for the family,” as Mr. Greer ex- 
presses it, “washes the clothes, 
scrubs the floors, cleans the lamps, 
cuts the wood, churns, draws water 
out of a 40-foot well,” etc., “all 
with her hands and human phys- 
ical strength,” lifting, on an aver- 
age, he says, “a ton and a half of 
water during a day’s labor,” all of 
which is done, in many instances, 
within a stone’s throw of a stream 
through which thousands of horse 
power of ‘hydro-electric energy 
sings its listless way, unused and 
wasted, on to the sea! 

“What time, pray,” he asks, “has 
a mother like that to devote to the 
development of her own mind and 
soul and to the love and nature 
(and character-building, he might 
have said) of her children—those 
children who will eventually be 
the three-fourths of our city popu- 
lation?” 

What water power development 
means to industry, to the commer- 
cial life of the community, is pat- 
ent; it admits of no controversy. 

It can be made to mean equally 
as much to the improvement of 
rural conditions and the welfare 
and happiness of the masses if it is 
carried to an extent that brings 
electric energy onto the average 
farm and applied to the essential 
activities that now constitute what 
is commonly termed the drudgery 
of rural life. 

Better farming, more content- 
ment and happiness in the country, 
and better citizenship would fol- 
low. 

That admits of no argument.

to the guillotine surrounded by a 
vast throng, strapped to the board 
and the ax fell. He awoke to fina 
that a piece of the bedstead had 
fallen and hit him on the back of 
the neck just where he had felt the 
knife. He awoke instantly; the 
“stimulus” for the dream was the 
blow on the neck. The question ar- 
gued by the scientists is this: Is 
the dream consciousness capable of 
such rapidity of action as to cre- 
ate and comprehend such a long 
and minute drama as Maury’s dream 
in the almost infinitisimal period 
of time between his being struck 
and starting to awake? Freud meets 
the difficulty by suggesting that 


the whole thing had been imagined 
by Maury when reading as a boy 
of the French revolution when he 


had had the natural wish of a 
French boy that he had lived in 
those times to have taken a part in 
such stirring events, And at the 
blow on the neck which suggested 
the stroke of the knife of the guil- 
lotine the drama popped entire 
from its psychic pigeonhole. How- 
ever Maury’s dream and all that it 
implies with regard to the rapidity 
of action of the dream conscious- 
ness is still debatable ground with 
the scientists.

The Annoying Germ Theory. 
Once upon a time two cows got 
into a farmer’s corn and trampled 
down all they could not eat. In the 
morning the farmer found them 


there and went over and raised hob 
with his néighbor who owned the 
cows. The neighbor was incredulous 
and went out to see for himself. 
“Well,” he finally admitted, “yes, 
they’re my cows. But I still deny 
that my cows would do such a 
thing. It is more plausible to as- 
sume that the cows found the fence 
broken and the corn trampled down 
and just walked in without mean- 
ing any harm.” Whereupon the 
owner of the corn handed the 
owner of the cows a rail from the 
fence, and the jury called it justifi- 
able homicide, 


Anthrax is a disease which de- 
stroys sheep and cattle and some- 
times man. It is commonly called 


‘malignant pustule. 
fected with the bacillus of anthrax 
drop dead witho noticeable pre- 
monitory illness, ough sometimes 
there are staggering and trembling, 
hurried breathing, fever, bleeding 
from the nose and eyes and other 
orifices, and then death after an 
hour or two. Wool sorters and 
handlers of hides sometimes cCon- 
tract anthrax, which begins with a 
lesion resembling a boil or a car- 
buncle at the point of inoculation. 
The bacillus of anthrax is found in 
the hair or wool, on the hide, and 
in the pustule. In animals dead of 
anthrax the bacillus is found oa- 
cluding the small arteries or capil- 
laries of internal organs. 


Yet some people, usually with 
something to market, speak of the 
“germ theory” as though it were 


not a demonstrable fact. Unfortu- 
nately for these plausible folks be- 
lief in the bacterial origin of dis- 
ease just naturally destroys the 
= aia for that which. they wish to 
sell. , 


Scoffers at the “germ theory” 
offer many and weird explanations 


for certain familiar every-day 
facts, such as the contagiousness of 
erysipelas, the risk of “blood pois- 
Ooning”’ from unclean unds, the 
occurrence of epidemics, the way in 
Which malaria and yellow fever 
spread, the mysterious spreading of 
disease by apparently healthy hu- 
man carriers, and the countless 
lives saved by the simple expedient 
of asepsis (that is, germ-free en- 
vironment) in surgical, obstetric 
and sanitary practice. Obvious facts 
like these are hard to reason away 
with the cows in the corn. 


But let us not assume that be- 
cause diseases are caused by germs 


antiseptics or germicides can b 
expected to destroy the germs in 
the tissues of the host—the only 
place where disease Zerms do an 
individual any harm. Although 
many concoctions do purport to ex« 
ert an “antiseptic” or “germicidal” 
influence in the tissues or in the 
blood of the host without seriously 
injuring the tissue cells or destroy- 
ing the life of the host, no one with

Washington, December 26.—(Spe-. 
cial.)—A week at the capital dis- 
closes three salient details in the 


situation, so far as the treaty of 
Versailles is concerned. 


First: A general conviction thar 
some treaty will be ratified within 
the next three months. 

Second: An unmistakabie 
strengthening of the tone and feel- 
ing of the republican senators, who 
stood solidly for reservations, grow- 
ing out of the absence of any gen- 
eral or impressive public protest 
over the defeat of the treaty a few 
weeks ago. 

Third: The improvement of the 
health of the president, himself, 
who is described as becoming more 
determined in his insistence upon 
defeating reservations, notably 
those included in Article X., which 
he regards as fatal to the moral 
force of the document negotiated 
by him in Paris. 

On the surface of things the posi- 
tion of the senate and of the presi- 
dent would seem to point to a long 


continued deadlock, but the reason 
that many observers expect a rela- 
tively rapid accommodation of rival 
views is found in the fact that many 
democratic observers, and republic- 
an testimony on this point is worth- 
less, forecast a larger democratic 
defection from the president’s posi- 
tion in the weeks following the 
Christmas -holidays. 


At bottom the Washington situa- 
tion is very clear. On the one hand 
the president stands firmly to his 


conception of what the league of 
nations is to be, he remains in the 
mood of his Paris utterances. He 
sees, none better and none more 
clearly, that such amendments, now 
become reservations, as are today 
the irreducible minimum of repub- 
lican—and for that matter, minority 
democratic demands—strike at the 
very heart of the ideal he had for 
the league of nations. 
President Disposed to Fight. 

Despite illness and frankly con- 
ceded disappointment at the failure 
of the country to give unmi8takable 
evidence of its support of his ideali- 
istic program, the president is by no 
means satisfied. that this public 
failure is permanent and as his 
strength returns, his disposition “to 
fight it out on this line, if it takes 
all summer,” is recognized and tes- 
tified to, by those who should be 
nearest to him. 

The president’s mood and concep- 
tion are very little appreciated 
either in the country or even in 
Washington, because in both pl s 
the inside history of the Paris con- 
ference is little known. The reser- 
vations proposed have excited no 
wave of protest and indignation, be- 
cause the country has only vaguely 
and dimly -been informed of the 
actual course of American policy in 
Paris. 


But the president sees accurately 
that unimportant as the main reser- 
vations, exclusive of the preamble 
and certain other offensive details, 
outwardly appear, they actually go 
to the very heart of the idea which 
he championed in Paris.« To argue 
that mere obstinacy and self-willed 
determination dominate Ris course, 
is, in my judgment, to reason in- 
correctly. 

The real truth is that the presi- 
dent finds on the democratic as well 
as the republican side, imperfect 


understanding of the larger aspect 
of his Paris program, the moral 
values which he saw in America’s 
future course. He knows always 
what he represented to be American 
desires at Paris, what he described 
American idealism to be, and he 
knows, as does everyone who was 
in Paris, that the treaty which 
could be ratified now, with the res- 
ervations today inescapable, consti- 
tute an actual repudiation of that 
American policy he voiced one year 
ago. 

Underlying all else in the presi- 
dent’s Paris course was the idea of 


American responsibility°in world af- 


fairs—the league of nations was only 


a technical formulation of a new 
policy. America, as he and his as- 
sociates over and over again ex- 
plained, had broken with past iso- 
lation and had come to Europe pre- 


quite badly, quoting the phrase of 


alike, provided the actual 

terms conformed to those fourteen 
points which represented in his 
mind American will, because, when 
he first uttered them, nearly two 
years ago, they met with universal 
acclaim within the United States. 


Reservations Limit Responsibility. 

Now the spirit of all the senate 
reservations is absolutely contrary 
to the president’s own view of the 


real and right spirit of America. 
The reservations themselves, the 
most reasonable hardly less than 
the most extreme, openly limit, cir- 
cumscribe, practically abolish 
American responsibility or concern 
with Huropean and world affairs. 
They reduce the treaty so far as 

erica is concerned to little more 

an a formal assent to the ial 
terms imposed upon Germany and 
with these the president was hever 
much concerned, perp as, even 
during the war, his attention was 
fixed upon the ordering of the 
world, to the obtaining of a new con- 
stitution of world relations after 
the struggle had terminated in Ger- 
man defeat. 


It is therefore a mistake, in my 
judgment, to dismiss the present 
conflict as merely partisan or 


wholly personal. If political and 
human considerations enter into the 
affair, as they manifestly do, there 
is something far more tImportans, 
there is a real clash between two 
totally different conceptions of 
American duties in the world, both 
to herself and to the rest of man- 
kind. This is why compromise is 
so éxceedingly difficult. Any com- 
promise, such as must be made by 
the president, any concession which 
would lead to a useful end, must 
constitute for him a surrender of 
that ideat for which he fought in 
Paris, to realize which he wen} to 
Paris. 


The Real Difference. 
On the other hand, if it fs not 
mere obstinacy which animates the 


president, it is not less clear that it 
is not mere partisanship which 
dominates the course of many re- 
publicans, of some democrats, in the 
senate. These men differ absolute- 
ly from the president in their con- 
ception of the duties of America, 
of the role of America in the world. 
They are honestly opposed to enter- 
ing into such contracts as they see 
in the treaty of Versailles as it 
stands; they are unequivocally op- 
posed to any undertaking by their 
country of the mission the president 
accepted for the nation at Paris. 


Why in this situation is there a 
Washington belief that the end will 
come relatively soon? What is the 


possible termination of an absolute 
deadlock? The answer is plain. If 
the large majority of the democratic 
senators still support the president 
in his stand, Washington feels that 
they are becoming influenced by 
the unmistakable demand on the 
part of the nation for a restoration 
of peace; the cepital recognizes that 
these democratic senators, many of 
them, as little understand or sup- 
port the president’s conception of 
the ideal mission of the United 
States as their republican opponents. 
Some of the highest placed demo- 
crats in Washington in recent days 
expressed the view that, given this 
Situation, the arrival of an agree- 
ment between republican and dem- 
ocratic senators, without the sanc- 
tion of the president for the com- 
promise agreed to, would lead soon 
after the new year to the ratifica- 
tion by the senate of the treaty of 
Versailles with all of the essential 
reservations included. In the same 
sense, Washington dismisses as fi- 
diculous the proposal to make peaco 
by concurrent resolution. 


Nor do democratic or republican 
leaders hail the idea of making the 
ratification wait upon the campaign 


and fighting out the issue in the 
election. Privately both sides con- 
cede that so far as they can see the 
public is not interested in the op- 
posing principles, has no .other feel- 
ing than one of intense weariness, 
aggravated by resentment at a fail-. 
ure to restore peace conditions, 
which contributes to postpone busi- 
ness resumption. To put the thing 


one well informed observer here, 
Washington feels that “the country 
is no longer interested in making 
the world safe for democracy, but 
greatly concerned to see it made 
secure for business.”

Waterpower Development Would Open Way 
To Lifting of Drudgery From Farm Life 


Editor Constitution: Your edito- 
rial of recent date on the develop- 
ment of the water powers of Geor- 
gia was timely, comprehensive and 
strong. I wish we might arouse 
the interest of every newspaper in 
Georgia on this subject. 

Just now it is vital for many rea- 
sons. First, because this country 
has been face to face with a horror 
that may actually occur some day— 
a cold winter without fuel. 

The question is also vital because 
of the tremendous increase in de- 
mand for power for manufacturing 


purposes, 

And finally, the war with its con- 
sequent changes in many conditions 
has brought on a higher standard 
of living, both in the country and 
city among a class of people who 
were heretofore apparently content 
with a bare living. Their boys went 
to war with the well-do-do and. 
caught a vision of better conditions 
and on their return found an in- 
creased wage scale that would jus- 
tify such a life for themselves and 
families and now they are demand- 
ing it. 

For this America should be thank- 
ful so long as it is wholesome con- 
ditions they are demanding and not 
luxuries. 

And then there is a spirit of un- 
selfishness abroad in the land 
among people who have been enjoy- 


ing the good things of life to carry 
those good things to people who are 
less fortunate. specially is this 
true among the people of towns and 
cities who have come to realize that 
deelogment of the county 
districts adjacent to the towns is of 
first importance in the development 
of the towns themselves. We are 
beginning to know pretty generally 
that if we take care of the country « 
around a town, the town will take 
eare of itself. If we develop the 
people of the country districts, the 
standard of town and city popula- 
tion will be raised to a higher level 
of character and conduct,. because 
three-fourths of the population of 
our towns are contributed by the 
country. 

The brotherhood of business is 
brooding over the minds of men 
and that means if we can help the 
other fellow to a higher life, he 
will buy more goods and better 
goods from us than the fellow who 
is content with the bare necessities 
of life. 

The development of the water 
powers of Georgia is vital to the 
very fountainhead of our civili- 
zation—the country mother. To- 
day she is the drudge horse of the 
farm. She does more work and 
more drudgery than any other cit- 
izen of the commonwealth. The 
average country mother cooks and 
sews for the family and oftimes 
for the hired help, she washes 
the clothes, scrubs the flocrs, cleans 
the lamps, cuts the wood, churns, 


and does various other chores, all 
with her hands and human, physi- 
cal strength. 


It is said that the average coun- 
try woman lifts a ton and a half 
of water during a day’s la 


twice the size of the average city 
family, what time, pray has a 
mother like that to devote to the 
development of her own mind and 
soul and to the love and nurture 
of her children—those children who 
will eventually be the three-fourths 
of our city population? 

If we people of the cities do not 
lift this mother up, will ‘she not 
pull us down? Is society any strong- 
er than the weakest link in it? Can 
we rise above the average of our 
civilization and stay put? History 
says “No.” 

The development of the water 
powers of Georgia on a plan that 


will make it plentiful enough and 
cheap enough will lift the drudgery 
off this country mother. 


Georgia has the water power in 
plenty. She is fourth state in the 
union in water power. It is claim- 


ed on good authority that she can 
develop over two million horse-pow- 
er—enough to light every house, 
heat every house, cook all the food 
and run all the machinery in the 
state. 


But it is running to the sea un- 
harnessed and to waste. If our 


creeks and rivers had been coal 
beds we would have been digging 
in tyJem since the birth of our na- 
tion, and yet the water ~owers are 
worth infinitely more in wealth and 
advantages to us than if their beds 
were seams of ccal, 


And the fine thing about our wa- 
ter powers is that they can be de- 


veloped by our national, state and 
municipal governments without one 
penny’s cost to the governments or 
the people. 


Thirty-year bonds can be issued 
to maké the developments and the 


income from the powers will more 
than pay off the bonds, the interest 
and all overhead expenses, and our 
present electric light and power 
hills can be cut half in two during 
tne thirty-year period: and, after 
that périod, they can be cut half 
in two again and therafter the main- 
tenance and renewals kept up to the 
highest state of efficiency. 


The water powers developed un- 


der the co-operative system, the na- 
tional, state and municipal govern- 
ments participating, will not only 
bring this blessing of hydro-elec- 
tric power to®us in abundance and 
at very low cost, but it will come 
quickly, a large part of it, perhaps, 
in fifteen years, whereas under the 
present system of private develop- 
ment it will require, at the pres- 
ent ratio, somewhat er two hun- 
dred years, while t price under 
the present system is almost pro- 
hibitive, except for lights and in 
cases where large quantities are 
used for power. 

What we want is this hydro-elec- 
tric power in such plenty and so 
cheap that poor folks as well as 
rich corporations can have it for 
all their needs. hat the av- 
erage farmer can have it to light’ 
and heat hi# house, cook his food 
and run his machinery—cut wood, 
draw water, churn, run the sewing 
machine. grind the feed—for about 
twenty-five dollars a year, so that 
the average family in town can use 
it for, all needs at less than two 
dollars a month. | 

That is what has actually taken

water powers are being developed 
on the co-operative plan. 

On the co-operative plan, not only 
will we get . power quickly, in 
abundance and cheaply, but we shall 
get three other great benefits along 
with power—reclamation of our 
overflow lands, elimination of stag- 
nant lagoons, mosquitoes and mala- 
ria and, finally, the extension of 
navigation on all our navigable 
streams. 

Of course, it could not be expect- 
ed that private capital under the 
present development plan would 
take care of the reclamation of our 
overflow lands, some of the most 
fertile lands of the south. Neither 
does it concer. itself with the health 
problem or with the power devel- 
opment and made to pay for them- 
selves. 

With the rapid increase of our 

population and commerce the prob- 
lem of extending our navigation is 
a pressing need. Within the life 
time of the present generation we 
have seen the numerous steamboats 
along the Mississippi and its trib- 
utaries: and those on the Appalach- 
ian rivers practically disappear from 
commerce. This was probably due 
to the rapid development of rail- 
road mileage during the last three 
decades. But we have lived to seé 
business increase to such a volume 
that the railroads broke down on @ 
war basis and are threatened with 
congestion on a pé@ace basis, and 
with rapidly increasing population 
and commerce. it is evident that we 
shall again soon have. great need 
of all our rivers and canals for 
freight transportation. : 
As an officer of the Municip 
League of Georgia, I am profoundly 
appreciative of your interest in this 
subject. All that is needed to put 
this great proposition over in the 
right way is for the people of the 
state to understand what it means 
for the state. 
Geo-,ia is -.pidly moving toward 
the first place among the states in 
agriculture. Barring Texas, she 
will reach that pre-eminence in the 
next few years.. 

As a manufacturing state, she 
has but one hope and that is her 
water power. With that devel 
she can soon move up among e 
first as a manufacturing state.

DIES IN WARRENTON 


Mrs. G. M. Sorrel died at Warren- 
ton, Va., yesterday morning from 
heart failure. 

Mrs. Sorrel was the widow of Gen- 
eral G. Moxiey Sorrel, who was chief 
of staff of General Longstreet’s 
corps, having been commissioned a 
briegadier general in the confeder- 
ate army on the 24th of October, 
1864. She was a sister of Fleming 
Grantiand duBignon, at one time 
president of the senate of Georgia, 
and one of the state’s most brilliant 
lawyers and men of affairs. 

She is survived by one brother, 
Cc.

About a dozen little boats 
ply the Chattahoochee at the en- 
trance of the old foot bridge, which 
was swept away during the great 
flood, carrying passengers across 
from one side to the other.

The unexpected action of the ship- 
ping board last September in reé- 
fusing to deliver thé Imperator to 
the British was understood to be 
connected with efforts to induce 
the return to the Standard Oil com- 
pany of twelve tankers formerly 
under the German flag, but now 
held in British custody in the Frith 
of Forth, by order of the supreme 
council. The state department took 
the position, however, that these 
were separate questions and must 
be dealt with separately, the Unit- 
ed States carrying out its obliga- 
tion to turn the German ships over 
to the British. 

Fate of Tankers in Doubt. 

Meantime the fate of the tankers 
remains in doubt. Chairman Payne 
recently made a proposal to the 
supreme council that pending ad- 


justment of titles the tankers be 
put at the disposal of the Unite 


States and that Great Britain be 
given use of the former German 
liners. Great Britain agreed t6 
this proposal, it was learned today, 
on the condition that the United 
States would furnish Great Britain, 
France and Italy and Belgium with 
oil, but it igs reported withdrew her 
acceptance the day after it was 
transmitted. No explanation of the 
reported withdrawal was obtain- 
able. 

In the absence of Chairman John 
Barton Payne officials of the board 
today were without knowledge of 
the disposition of the tankers. In 
view of the world-wide shortage of 
tankers, it would be a hardship to 
the United States, it was declared, 
if these American-owned vessels 
should be turned over to other 
countries. Officials expressed the 
hope that the tankers would even- 
tually be placed at the disposal of 
the United States. 

Under the Versailles treaty, final 
decision as to the titles of all craft 
requisitioned from German harbors 
after the armistice rests with the 
reparations commission. The pres- 
ent dispuate, both as to the pas- 
senger vessels and to the tankers, 
it was asserted, can not be consid- 
ered as definitely settled, the pres- 
ent disposition being only tempo- 


rary. 
No Word of Tankers. 

New York, December 26.—-St the 
office of the Standard Oil ccmpany, 
which claims ownership of the for- 
mer German flag tankers, it was 
said no word had been received as 
to the disposition of the ships. The 
tankers, twelve in number, and ag- 
gregating about 70,000 tons, were 
in Hamburg when the armistice was 
signed. It was understood they 
were to be turned over to the Stand- 
ard Oil company, but instead they 
were ordered to the Firth of Forth 
for distribution between England, 
France, Belgium, Italy q the 
United States. 

The seven former German shins 
held here by the United States ship- 
ping board will be formally turned 
over to the local representative of 
the British ministry of shipping at 
none tomorrow, it was announced 
oday.

War Secretary Upsets 
Sentence in Case of Sol- 
dier Who Was the Only 
A. E. F. Member Con- 
victed of Treason. 
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New York, December 26.—Secre- 


twenty-year sentence imposed upon 
Private Lawrence Perlmutter, of 
New York, the only member of the 
American expeditionary force to be 
convicted of treason, according to 
word received from Washington by 
Representative Siegel, of New York. 
who interested himself in the lad’s 
case. ; 

Perlmutter, who served in the 
medical department, 9th infantry, 
2d division, was convicted of hav- 
ing supplied military information 
of value to the Germans while a 
prisoner of war. He was court-mar- 
tialed in Coblenz after having re- 
joined the American army after the 
armistice and his sentence was ap- 
proved by general headquarters. 

According to Mr. Siegel, who went 
over the record in the case with 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
it was not shown that the answers 
which Perlmutter gave the Germans 


were true, and only one witness, 
Captain William H. Gordon, cap- ' 
tured with him, testified against him, | 
whereas two witnesses are need. | 
before an American can be legally 
convicted of treason. 

Wounded at Own Request. 

In taking up the case with the 
war department Mr. Siegel referred 
to the fact that the youth bore on 
one wrist three scars of wounds 
which had been inflicted at his own 
request by a Canadian officer, a fel- 
low-prisoner, to prevent the Ger- 
mans from sending him tothe mines. 
Mr, Siegel argued had Perlmutter 
supplied his ‘captors with valuable 
information they probably would 
not have wished to give him such 
treatment. 

Mr. Siegel said, when captured 


with Captain Gordon, April 14, 1918 
he had been in the sectur only ten 
days and at his court-martial he 
had contended he did not -know the 
locations of the various units of his 
regiment. Captain Gordon testified 
that while lying on a cot he had 
overheard through a wall German 
officers question Perlmutter and the 
latter give the locations. 

Mr. Siegel took up the case when 
Perlmutter returned to this country 
late September, en route to Fort 
Leavenworth to begin his sentence. 

The record in the case could not 
be found for four months, according 
to Mr. Siegel, who said that after 
having taken the matter up with 
General Crowder, the latter had 
recommended to Mr. Baker that the 
sentence be cut to five years. Mr. 
Baker, in wiping out the entire sen- 
tence, wrote a long opinion on the 
case, according to Mr. Siegel. 

Evidences of Hostility. 

Washington, December 26.—Evi- 
dences of hostility toward the de- 
fendant oF his fellow-prisoners, 
noted by Judge Advocate General 
Crowder in reviewing the case of 
Private Lawrence Perlmutter, were 
taken into consideration in ordering 
that the twenty-year sentence im- 
posed on the soldier be remitted, 
Secretary Baker said in approving 
General Crowder’s report. 

It was also noted that, according 
to the evidence in the case, a con- 
versation, alleged by these fellow- 
prosiners to have taken place on the 
night of the capture of Perlmutter 
and his companions, between Perl- 
mutter and a German officer in an 
adjoining room,. was held in Eng- 
lish, General Crowder declared it 
to be “inherently improbable” that 
the man talking to the German of- 
ficer was Perlmutter, since it had 
already been shown that he spoke 
excellent German.

‘Wall Street Relieved 


~ Over Railway Decision

New York, December 26.—Wall Street felt greatly relieved over 
the president’s Christmas eve announcement that the railroads would 
be returned to their owners March 1 instead of January 1. This re- 


lief was reflected in the market for railway shares. Atchison, which 
closed at 823-4 Wednesday, opened at 831-2 this morning and then 
advanced to 84. Baltimore & Ohio during the first hour touched 34 


was up 54 3-4 to 56 1-2, Great Northern from 78 1-4 to 79 314, Northern 
Pacific from 79 3-4 to 81, Reading from 761-2 to 78 1-4. 


During the first hour there was more activity in the railroad 
stocks than for many days past. Around 11 o’clock, ‘however, trad- 
ers began to hold back for the opening rate on call money. It was 10 
per cent. The rate afterwards went to 15 per cent. 


Equipment Strong. 


Railway equipment shares were very strong. With the carriers 
to be returned to their owners on March 1, manufactures of loco- 
motives and freight and passenger cars see good business ahead for 
years to come. It is estimated in railway equipment circles that our 
own railroads are in need of $3,000,000,000 worth ‘of rolling stock, 
with other countries looking to us for from $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000 worth of business, enough to keep the equipment manufacturers 
running from 3 to 5 years. | 


Beyond question Wall street was worried over the immediate out- 
look for the railroads, for no one knew what would happen if President 
Wilson had carried out his plan for ending federal control January 1. 
Wall street bankers, having large holdings of railway securities, such 
as George F. Baker, did not hesitate today to say that the date now 
fixed by the president for the return of the railroads is satisfactory. 
However, in each instance it was added that as far as the pending leg- 
islation is concerned that question is just where it was before. Con- 
gress and the senate must reach an agreement on the Esch and Cum- 
mins bill before March 1. Both of these bills provide for temporary 
Spero of the government guarantee during a period of read- 
justment. 


But there are important questions to be settled for the longer 
future and on a number of fundamental points. congress-and the sen- 
ate are still wide apart. Wall street believes that an agreement will 
be reached before March 1. However, it is also believed that the uncer- 
tainty over the railroads will continue until the pending legislation is 
actually passed and signed. 

Wall Street Gossip. 

One factor which makes continwed fincertainty in the railroad sit- 
uation is the attitude of labor. The strong railway unions, Wall 
Street feels, will do everything in their power to kill the clause of the 
Cummins bill dealing with strikes. It is also believed that railway 
labor is goin gto make the strongest fight it can to get another in- 
crease in wages before federal control'ends. The figures now being 
heard are for an increase of $1,000,000,000 in wages.

Foreign Issues. 


At the present moment the market for foreign government issues 
is very stale, and bankers cannot see a much brighter outlook ahead. 
Uncertainty shrouds the railway situation. Traction companies are 
still contending with the difficulty of high costs and fixed rates of 
fares. The government itself has ceased to issue bonds, thereby pre- 
sumably Ieaving a vacuum that will eventually be filled up somehow. 
If the railway situation is clarified by congress and the finances of 
the roads put on a sound basis a revival of interest in railway securi- 
ties is inevitable. Moreover, there will; before long, be available the 
first issues of debentures under the Edge bill, which will indicate the 
degree of favor which securities of this kind will meet with: A pre- 
requisite of broad investment buying, dealers believe, is a reduction of 
the cost of living and ay curtailment of extravagance. 

Opinion seems to be evenly divided as to whether sterling ex- 
change will recover further or decline again after the first of the year. 
‘The rates declined to $3.75 today after selling at $3.81 on Wednesday, 
and $3.83 1-4 the day before. Much of the recovery was due to the 
expectation that the United States will, before long, extend some sort 
of credit to Europe. Herbert Hoover and the secretary of the treas- 
ury have emphasized the need of providing foodstuffs, The issue, 
therefore, seems to depend largely on government action, rather than 
on purely financial considerations. 

Nickel to Boom. 

Reports heard around the street that the long stagnation in the 
nickel industry is about to be broken was responsible for an upward 
movements in the shares of the International Nickel company on the 
local exchange today. This business has been hard hit by the read 
justent from a war to a peace basis, and, as the worst is now over, 
officials closely connected with the affairs of this company are predict: 
ing better days ahead. International Nickel shares have been scraping 
bottom for some time without any signs of a recovery. There was 
considerable recovery in today’s market, however. 

Directors of the Inspiration Copper company met today and de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of $1.50 on the capital stock. 
This action did not cause any surprise in the street, as it had been 
looked for in view of the proclamation »1e regular dividend by Ana- 
conda a few days ago.

Big Celebration 
30th Anniversary 


of Brooklyn Team 


Charles Ebbetts, Mogul of 
Dodgers and Successful 
Baseball Magnate, Plans 
Great Spread for Team 
in April. 


Charles Ebbetts, majority owner 
stock in the Brooklyn Na- 
tional league club and a baseball 
magnate for many years, never 
permits an opportunity to slip by 
for a big spread. The Brook- 
lyn Dodgers will be 30 years old 
as a major league club on  »next 
April 18, and Ebbetts has already 
laid plans for an anniversary cele- 
bration that promies to set a new 
record for such affairs in gaseball: 


It was on April 18, 1890, that the 
Brooklyn team played its first 
game as a member of the National 
league. Boston was the opposition 
in the inaugural, and Brooklyn 
lost by the score of 15 to 9. It 
was a bad start, Sut Brooklyn 
copped the flag the first year out 
in high society, and they have 
done well since then, from a finan- 
cial standpoint. 

Many changes have occurred in 
the Brooklyn roster since the first 
melee in the select class. During 
all of this time Ebbetts has been 
in the or- 
ganization, although on several oc- 
casions he was dangerously near 
losing out entirely, when other 
stockholders became dissatisfied 
and lacked only a leader to put the 
club on the market. 

A man of but moderate means 
when he entered the baseball busl- 
ness, Ebbetts has amassed a good 
size fortune. He does not rank 
with some of his colleagues in the 
matter of.personal wealth, but he 
has managed to make his original 
investment pay him handsomely 
and today could retire wittnourt 
thought of baseball, 

The first nine years of major 
league ball enjoyed by the Ebbetts 
tenm were strenuous. Winning the 
pennant the first year out, under 
the management of Bill McGun- 
nigle, and the presidency of Charles 
H. Byrne, the profits from the one 
good seasun were consumed in the 
following eight years when the 
club was in the ruck. The Dodgers 
and Ebbetts got on their feet in 
1899 when Ned Hanlon won a pen- 
nant for them and repeated the fol- 
lowing year, while since that time 
increased interest in the national 
pastime has served to return a fair 
profit on the investment.

Jack Hatfield’s Claim. 


Another of the greatest of the old 
players seldom mentioned nowadays 
was Jack Hatfield. : 

By general consent he was the 
champion of all the long-distance 
throwers. He made his throwing 
record at Brooklyn, October 15, 1872. 
He threw the ball 400 feet 7% 
inches. 

Many have been the attempts singe 
that time to excel this record, but. 
that of Hatfield is the only one that 
stands on the books today. Doubt- 
less, the best man in long throwing 
in the days of Hatfield was Edward 
Crane, of Boston. Crane, undoubt- 
edly, made more long throws ney 
any man who evee attempted long 


distance throwing, but his throws 


were never authenticated. Hatfleld’s 
were. 

Hatfield was playing at left field 
in the '60s for the Eckford and M@- 
tuals clubs of Brooklyn, N. Y. In 
1879 he came west, and was with 
the Cincinnati Reds of that year. 

When Jack quit the game he went 
to St. Louis and became associated 
as pool seller with Richard Roche, 
who then conducted a big turf ex- 
change there. Later Hatfleld re- 
turned to Brooklyn, and he died 
there February 29, 1909, of hearr 
disease. He was 62 years of age at 
the time of his death.

GERMANY SCHEMES. 
TO CONTROL RUSGI 


(The Constitution—London Times—Philadelphia 

Public Ledger Service—Copyright, 1919.) 

Warsaw, December, 26—A Polish 
officer just returned from the 
Ukraine, where he was in contact 
with Russian troops, says that Rus- 
sian officers regarded General Kran- 
gel’s appointment to the command 
of the volunter army ‘of General 
Denikine as a surrender to German 
influence, they were familiar with 
the idea of co-operation with the 
Germans as the alternative to Bri- 
tish assistance if the latter failed 
and with the German plans with 
regard to Russia. 

These plans aim at making the 
controlling influence behind both 
the bolshevist and anti-bolshevist 
efforts in Russia ms a means to this 
end, When this influence with both 
sides is sufficiently strongly estab- 
lished, it would be used to bring 
about the dewnfall of Bolshevicm 
and the restoration of the monarchy 
in Russia. 

The informant states. that very 
satisfactory relations had been es- 
tablished between the Poles and 
General Denikine’s troons but the 
position of the latter in the western 
Ukraine is precarious since they on- 
ly held the railway line and had the 
rest of the country anything but 
under control. Communications be- 
tween Preskurev and Russian head- 
quarters at Smerika have been re- 
peated raided by a force of three 
thousand brigands armed with can- 
non and machine guns. e ad- 
vance of the bolshevists at Bordeu- 
cheffe likewise threatened this po- 
sition from the north. The Russians 
stated that they had no objection to 
the Poles advancing further if they 
themselves were compelled to with- 
draw their lines. 


REDS ARE CONTENTED. 
ON THE SOVIET “ARK” 


Washington, December 26.—A 
Wireless message from the army 
transport Buford on which a number 
of radicals were deported from the 
United States, received at the war 
idepartment today, said everything 
was well on board the ship ana 
J the reds contented.” 

All dealing> between the ship of- 
ficials and the passengers are 2zer- 
ried on through Alexander Berk- 
mann, who before the Buford sailed 
was chosen by the deportees as their 
leader. 


The radiogram, dated “at sea Doe- 
cember 24,” was as folows: 

“General Hines, Washington: The 
reds are contented and everything 
is o. k. Even on leaving the island 
(Ellis Island) there was no disturb- 
ance and no cursing as. stated in 
the newspapers. They are allowed 
on deck for exercise in the morning 
and again in the afternoon. They 
are obedient and respectful. The 
weather is moderate with rain; the 
ship steady, averaging eight knots. 
Her course is southward for the 
Azores that rough seas may . be 
avoided. Dealings with™the reds are 
through Berkmann, the leader. There 
are no signs of seasiockness aboard. 
Mess for all classes is excellent, 
the chief stewar and steward's 
crew being exceptional. Special at- 
tention is being paid to ventilation 
and the berth compartments are 
strictly clean and orderly.’’ 


OILED PAPER USED 
FOR WINDOW GLASS 


Valenciennes, France, December 
26.—Millions of yards of oiled paper 
are being used in France as a sub- 
stitute for window glass, while the 
glass works in ten departments, 
wiped out during the war, are be- 
ing rebuilt. This observation was 
made today by the correspondent of 
the Associated Press, who is being 
made acquainted with reconstruc- 
tion work through a trip conducted 
under government auspices. 

Engineering experts estimate it 
will be three years before pre-war 
production can be attained by the 
glass works, but they forecast 
greatly increased output after that 
because of the modernization of the 
plants now completed.
